No. 9, doled 9th Ap.il, 1973,— An examination for admis- 
sion to the Indian Miln.tiy Academy (previously known as the 
Military College) shall be held by the Union Public Service 
Commission at such places and on such dates as may be spe- 
cified in the Notice issued by the Commission in this behalf. 
The number of the course and the month of its commencement 
at the Academy and also the approximate number of vacancies 
to be olfered lor entry on the results of the examination will 
be specified in the Notice issued by the Commission. 

2. Admission to the Indian Military Academy will be made 
on the results of a written examination to bo conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission and an interview by 
a Services Selection, Board.

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE RE- 
JHCTLD SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. 
CANDIDATES ARE THEREFORE, ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THETR APPLICA- 
TIONS, TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they 
complete their fifil training. A candidate who marries sub- 
sequent to the date of his application, though successful at 
this or any subsequent examination, will not be selected for 
truining. A candidate who marries during training shall, he 
discharged and will be liable to refund all expenditure in- 
curred on him by the Government.

moved therefrom on disciplinary grounds will not be ad- 
mitted to the Academy. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the 
Indian Military Academy (formerly Military College /Military 
Wing) for lack of officer-like qualities will not he admitted 
to the Academy. 

Candidates who were nreviouslv withdrawn from the 
N.C.C. and Graduates* Courses for lack of officer-like 
qualities will not be admitted to the Academy. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the. Com- 
mission fiuiltv of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect o*‘ false o'- of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself 


liable to criminal prosecution, be debarred either perma- 
nently or for a specified period ; — 

(a) by the Commission for admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates, and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under them. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Lfnion 
Public Service Commission. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission.

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the mini- 
mum qualifying marks separately in (i) written examination, 
and (ii) Services Selection Board Tests as fixed bv 
the Commission in their discretion. The candidates will 
then be placed in the order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured by them in the written examination and in the 
Services Selection Board tests. The final selection for admis- 
sion to the Indian Military Academy will be made in order 
of merit subject to medical fitness and suitability in all other 
respects and number of vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo the tests thereat at. their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief, front 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Services Selection Board whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form append- 
ed to the application. In the case of candidates who nre 
minors, the reemired certificate must be. signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed. 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall he decided 
bv the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them teeni'dint the 
result. 

18. Candidates when called for interview hy a Services 
Selection Board Medical Examination or for subsequent 
lir-ininc wit! be eligible fc travelling allowance in accordance 
with the rules then in force, Candidates who' have nreviouslv 
been before a Services Selection Board for the same type of 
Commission arc not entitled to travelling allowance, when 
called up for Services Selection Board interviews or Medicnl 
Examination on subsequent occasions. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right of admis- 
sion to the Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects for admission to ihe Indian. Military 
Academy. 

20. Before the candidate joins the Indian Military 
Academy — ■ 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he. fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall no* he entitled to cla’m any compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
iniurv which he mnv sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training, or where bodilv irffimfitv or 
death results in the course of or as a result of a. 
surffical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any iniurv 
received as aforesaid or otherwise. 
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(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sipn a 
bond to the effect that, if for any reason considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of the course or fails to ac- 
cept a commission, if offered, he will be liable to 
refund the whole or such portion of tho cost of 
tuition food, clothing and pay and allowances 
received, as may be decided upon by Government. 

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about two years. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets'. Gentlemen 
cadets will he deal! with for ordinary disciplinary purposes 
under Ihc rules and regulations of the Indian Military Aca- 
demy, Rrief particulars of the training and terms and condi- 
tions of Services are given in Appendix IV to the Notifica- 
tion. 

22. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
hooks, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment, will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The Minimum expenses 
at the Indian Military Academy are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 55.00 per mensem. If a cadet’s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure, finan- 
cial assistance m„'y be grunted by the Government.

23. Candidates finally selected for training at the Indian 
Military Academy will be required to denosit the following

24. The following scholarships arc tenable at the Indian 
Military Academy : — 

(1) PARSHURAM BHATT PATWARDHAN Scholarship 

This scholarship is awarded to cadets from MAHARASHTRA 
AND KARNATAK The value of one scholarship is tip to 
maximum of Rs. 500 00 per .annum for the duration of a 
cadet’s stay at the Indian Military Academy subject to the 
cadet making satisfactory progress The cadets who are 
granted this scholarship will not he entitled to any other 
financial assistance from the Government. 

(2) COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship. — This Scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360.00 per 
annum and is awarded to an eligible MARATHA cadet who 
should be a son of ex-serviceman. The scholarship is In 
addition, to any financial assistance fiom the Government. 

25. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Miliary Academy will be placed at the disposal 
of the Commandant of the Academy. The unexpended 
portion of this allowance will be — 

fa) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a 
commission; or 

(b) if be is not granted a commission, refunded to the 
State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of dothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of the cadet. Such articles will, however, 


be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns while under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The 
articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advantage 
of the State. 

26. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign 
whilst under training. A civilian candidate who is not con- 
sidered suitable to complete the full course of training may 
with the permission of the Army Headquarters he discharged. 
An Army candidate under these circumstances will be reverted 
lo his Regiment or Corps. 

27. Commission will be granted only on successful com- 
pletion of training. The date of commission will he that 
following tho date of successful completion of training. Com- 
mission will be permanent. 

28. Pay, and allowances, pension, leave and other condi- 
tions of service, after the grant of commission, will be 
identical with those applicable from time to time to regular 
officers of the army

N.B, — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous hi tory of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including anv abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; 

(l) there is no hernia or tendency thereto; 

Note (1) Inguinal hernia (nnoperated) will be a cause for 
rejection. 

(2) Those who have been operated for hernia may be 
declared medically fit provided : 

(i) One year has elapsed since operation. Docu- 
mentary pi oof to this effect to be produced 
bv the candidates. 

(ii) General tone of the abdominal musculature 
is good. 


To be passed fit for admission to the Tndlan Military 
Academy a candidate mud be In good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to Interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that— 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
developments, serious malformations or obesity.

(u) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correla- 
tion tuble is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be 
applied universally.
